Ohio Car Sales 
Show Big Jump 


Columbus, O., June 7 (U. T. P. S.). 
—The Bureau of Business Research 
of Ohio State University in its re- 
port of new passenger car sales in 
sixty-two counties out of the eighty- 
eight in Ohio for the months of 
April shows a remarkable increase 
compared with March of this year.

M urray’s Improved Sales 
Methods Bring Results 


Detroit, June 7.—Current sharp 
earnings recovery of Murray 
Corporation of America, form- 


erly Murray Body Corporation, 
are based largely on  adop- 
tion of new sales methods and 


creative policies. Murray is no 
longer content to turn out coach- 
work from customers’ specifica- 
tions. 

Officials claim that as specialists 
in body building they are better 
able to design attractive bodies than 
car makers who have hundreds of 
other problems to solve. 

Murray's insistence on its position 
as a competent motor body stylist is 
bearing fruit already and may have 
far-reaching effects. On several oc- 
casions the company has made a 
complete sample body or “marked- 
up,”” mounted it on the chassis of a 
car whose maker was rated as a 
prospect and invited the maker to 
see the result. 

The completed job stood on a 
turntable behind concealing cur- 
tains. When the prospect was com- 
fortably seated, the curtains were 
whisked away and his car revolved 
slowly before his eyes, with paint 
and nickelware gleaming under 
overhead flood lights 

An important motor manufac- 
turer was recently won over to the 

Murray fold. Production starts in 
July and calls for 25,000 bodies 
during the ensuing twelve months. 
This contract more than takes up 
the slack caused by the seasonal 
easing in production requirements 
of other makers, and should as- 
sure a sustained rate of earnings 

through the year. 

Last fall Murray was faced with 
the task of obtaining immediate 
and simultaneous production on 
some twenty-two new. models for 
Hupp, Marmon, Peerless and others. 
Ordinarily it takes four months 
from the time the contract is 
signed until the necessary tools, dies 
and stamping equipment are de- 
signed, built, tested and placed in 
order along the work routes. By 
exceptional effort Murray got into 
early production and, of course, lost 


money for several months by reason 
of abnormal production costs. 


Costs remained high in January, 
1928, but. February and March 
showed a profit, making first 
quarter net $391,569, or 40 per 
cent. ahead of 1927 and equal to 
$1.44 a share. April earnings may 
compare favorably with the en- 
tire first quarter. May should 
exceed April, and June will show 
a seasonal easing. 

The management undoubtedly 
will charge liberally to depreciation 
and reserves to build a_ strong 
treasury position. Even so, with an 
important new contract starting in 
July to absorb the usual summer 
lull, Murray could earn $7 to $8 a 
Share for 1928 after liberal charges 
and reserves. 

The Dietrich plant has been turn- 
ing out 300 custom bodies a month 
for Packard, Lincoln and Chrysler; 
Indianapolis factory has been run- 
ning 150 Marmons a day, Detroit 
stamping and Ecorse, Mich., plants 
have been doing a substantial busi- 
ness in frames and stampings for 
Chrysler Studebaker, Graham- 
Paige, Oakland, Durant, Chevrolet 
and others. Directors at May meet- 
ing voted an approprmMtion for 
expansion at Ecorse, which will al- 
low mmanufacture of fabricated 
frames, and should result in sub- 
stantial additional earnings for the 
stock
